Malcolm Burns, 23, Died of Fractured Skull at Hos- 
pital — Roadster Had Blowout on High Street 
at 12:45 — Crashed into Pole 


Malcolm C, Burns, 23, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Matthew Burns of 6 Dumbarton street, 
died at 1:45 this morning at the Lawrence 
General hospital as the result of an automo- 
bile accident an hour before at the junction 
of Burnham road and High street. He was 
the sole occupant. 

As police reconstruct the accident, Burns 
was evidently driving toward Shawsheen 
when he had a blowout. A gaping hole was 
found in the side of the left front tire, and 
the tire marks on the road showed that he 
had applied his brakes in a desperate effort 
to gain control of the roadster, which plunged 
across the roadway and crashed into a pole.

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Recovery? 


It is difficult to discover any justifica- 
tion for all the hullabaloo created last 
week-end when President Roosevelt 
announced that recovery was in sight. 
The American people as a rule like to see 
concrete evidences of recovery before 


they will take anybody’s word for it. 


While the President was making his 
announcement, here in Andover as well 
as in every other community throughout 
the Nation plans were being formed for 
work to be done under the W P A, new 
C C C quotas were being filled, FE RA 
nursery schools for the assistance of 
needy teachers were being set up, a 
P WA project was under process of 
construction, free food was being given 
out at the rear of the town hall to the 
needy, local o licials were making plans 
for the spending of the money allotted 
to Andover out of the state Lond issue 
floated ostensibly for relief purposes 
in fact, everything was being done to 
employ persons except giving them hope 
of permanent employment through 
aiding industry. 


All these construction programs had 
as their ultimate aim the releasing of 
moncy into circulation so that private 
business would be stimulated. This has 
not been done. There are still millions 
on relief, and even though they’re work- 
ing on government projects they're un- 
employed as far as permanent recovery 
is concerned. No government can go on 
forever employing millions; the tax- 
payer, and that means largely private 
business, can not stand it. 

No pump that you have to keep prim- 
ing is any good; if you have to keep 
dumping water onto the top of the 
pump, you might just as well not have 
a pump, but that’s just what the present 
relief efforts amount to. If you had to 
get oul of your car every few feet to run 
some gas through your carburetor, you 
wouldn't get very far. Our present 
government has been paying too much 
attention to the top of the pump and to 
the carburetor; it would have been far 
better to have tried to find out what was 
the trouble with the well or with the 
gas feed line. It’s private industry, the 
source of all worthwhile employment, 
that the government should have tried 
to relieve; instead it added further bur- 
dens. 


The only really important assertion 
in the whole statement by the President 
was that he intended to give business a 
“breathing spell.’ No president should 
ever have to acknowledge, even when 
he’s obviously campaigning for votes, 
that it wasn’t until the end of his term 
that he allowed the business of his 
country an opportunity to “breathe.” 

When Andover’s residents are back 


at work in mills and not in ERA 


ditches, when Andover’s shopkeepers 
can again feel that they can write their 
final figure in their books with black 
and not red ink, when our local young 
men can secure employment at home 
and not in some far-off C C C camp 
then and only then will the people of 
this town pay any attention to any opti- 
mistic remark emanating from Hyde 
Park or the White House. 


A Lesson from an Assassination 


All our high officials have been ex- 
pressing regret at the assassination of 
Senator Huey P. Long of Louisiana, 
chiefly on the grounds that it was 
“unAmerican.” If they were to be asked 
what they meant by “unAmerican” 
they would probably flounder around a 
while before they said: ‘Well, it just 
isn’t done here in America.” 

There’s a very good reason why the 
assassination of a high public official 
here in the United States is a very rare 
occurrence. It is found in the Constitu- 
tion which guarantees to every state a 
republican form of government, Were 
we to have governments which were not 
republican,—in which, in other words it 
is not possible to remove officials by 
defeating them at a fairly conducted 
election,—there would be more and 
more recourse to assassination as a 
means of removing otherwise irremove- 
able officials. 

It was just such a situation which ex- 
isted down in Louisiana. The late sen- 
ator had built up his machine and was in 
the process of having more laws put on 
the books to increase his hold on the 
government and to make his opponents 
all the more powerless. To the perhaps 
maddened mind of Dr. Weiss, the slayer, 
there was only one way out and he took 
it, with the Senator's bodyguard also 
pursuing the unAmerican course of 
mowing down a criminal without giving 
him a trial before a jury. 

The whole affair is something of 
which the United States and Louisiana 
in particular should be ashamed. True 
Americans wish that Dr. Weiss had had 
no reason to shoot the senator, that 
Huey Long had abided by the American 
rule of taking a defeat if the public so 
decreed, and that his heavily armed 
bodyguard had taken the assassin into 
custody and given him a fair trial. It is 
too bad that Louisiana was not able to 
solve the situation, without resorting to 
force, by repudiating the whole Long 
outfit at the polls. 

Louisiana has a problem now. It is 
hoped that in a short time it will have 
solved it by using only Constitutional 
means, by restoring its government to a 
republican form in which the people 
rule. If it does that, the terrible lessons 
in the death of Huey Long will have 
proven most valuable.

Rev. John A. McErlain, O.S.A., pastor of 
St. Augustine’s church since mid-June 
passed away last Friday evening at 10.20 at 
St. John’s hospital, Lowell, following an illness 
that had prevented him from taking active 
charge of the parish since his appointment.

Her strong interest in the academy led her 
to be one of the chief agents in securing funds 
for building the Andover dormitory. She was 
also an earnest advocate for the Andover 
Home for Aged People. 

Four of her brothers and sisters were 
educated in the Perkins Institute for the 
Blind in Boston, two of them being among 
its first pupils. All of them later taught in 
that institution as also did Miss Emily for a 
short time. They were specially gifted in 
music and Miss Abbie taught music in Ando- 
ver for several years.

Naming “Greenwich Village” 

Two hundred years and more ago, 
when New York was only the tip of 
Manhattan Island and the rest was 
given to pleasant farms, there lay 
to the north of the city a suburban 
community which the late Dutch own- 
ers had called the Bossen Bouerle. 
But the English, who had taken over 
the Dutch colony and renamed New 
Amsterdam New York, were beginning 
to call the Bossen Bouerie by the 
name of the London suburb Greenwich. 
It is not known exactly when this 
name was first applied, but a deed of 
1721 speaks of “the Bossen Bouerle, 
alias Greenwich.” In subsequent years 
“Greenwich Village’ became a favorite 
suburban place of residence, until it 
was finally absorbed by its growing 
nelghbor. But a good many old fam- 
ilies still kept their homes within its 
precincts, and in one way or another 
it has always maintained sufficient dis- 
tinctiveness to keep its name alive. 


Drowning Persons 

It is a common belief that drowning 
persons rise three times, but accord- 
ing to the United States public health 
service, it has no _ scientific basis. 
Many drowning persons do not come to 
the surface at all after their first 
submergence. When a person finds 
himself drowning he naturally makes 
a frantic struggle to save his life. In 
doing so he draws water into his 
windpipe, which causes him to cough 
and expel alr from his lungs. He 
then sinks. If all the air is expelled 
from his lungs he will not rise to the 
surface at all, especially tf he Is fully 
clothed. On the other hand, a drown- 
Ing penson who has some control over 
himself may sink and rise more than 
three times before his strength falls 
completely.

All they could 
make were flat-looking pictures that 
failed to show both sides of an animal 
So when they made a picture of a bull 
they put on only one horn and, consid- 
ering how some cattle’s horns curve, 
it might have looked like it came right 
out of the animal's forehead. 

Some Greek or Latin scholars later 
saw the carvings, thought they really 
represented a one-horned animal and 
started the story of the unicorn, 

The horn of the unicorn was belleved 
to possess powers of magic. Hunters 
went on long pilgrimages in search of 
this animal, which was sald to roam 
in Arabia, India and Morocco. 

When hunting the unicorn a man 
had to disguise himself as a girl, per- 
fume his clothes and frequent the 
haunts of the animal. When the unl- 
corn smelled the perfume it was 
charmed thereby and approaching the 
supposed maiden, would lay its head 
in her lap and go to sleep. 

Then the disguised hunter would 
seize the unicorn’s horn and with one 
powerful twist, pull It out of the an- 
imal's head, 


Shovel-Tusked Elephants 
Used Big Jaws as Dredge 


Nature never made any real me- 
chanical steamshovels except Indirect- 
ly through her agent, man, but 20,000,- 
000 years ago, before the Gobi desert 
had reached its present barrenness and 
before man had put in his appearance 
on earth, she had a creation far more 
remarkable, It was an animated 
dredge—a great elephant whose tusks 
had taken the form of shovels extend- 
ing from a scoop-like lower Jaw. These 
mastodons dredged the muddy bottoms 
of prehistoric swamps for water lillies 
and other swamp growths which 
formed thelr food. It has been sev- 
eral years since their fossils were first 
discovered in the Gob! desert, but In- 
terest has reverted to them through 
the discovery and tdentification of 
plant fossils which prove that swamps 
existed In the Gobi during their tltme— 
a fact previously deubted and which 
doubt raised a question as to these 
animals’ food and the purpose of their 
shovel tusks. This doubt, however, {fs 
now cleared, Other discoveries have 
shown that these long-extinct elephants 
also lived in America and dredged the 
swamps of California, Nebraska, and 
Kansas.—Pathfinder Magazine, 


Spidera and Stars 

Spiders’ webs have many uses, With- 
out them astronomers would find it 
harder to make ‘accurate observations. 
The eye pleces of their telescopes are 
| marked Into sectlons by very fine lines, 
which are really pieces of web held In 
place by spots of varnish. Webs are 
used because it is impossible to have 
finer as well as equally distinct lines 
by any other method. There are other 
uses, too, for webs. An Instrument 
maker in York employs a man specially 
to collect spiders and webs. Only a 
special kind of spider is caught, the 
“enerira drademata,” which {is usually 
found on gorse bushes and has a cross 
on {ts back. The spiders are made to 
wind thelr webs on special forks, each 
Insect winding about 40 feet before 
the supply gives out. These webs are 
used in the manufacture of the most 
delicate types of sclentific instruments. 
—Tit-Bits Magazine, 


Derby Not Always Popular 

Britain’s great turf classic, the 

Derby, was not always a nationally 
| (and even Internationally) absorbing 
event. The first race of the series, 
says a writer in the London Morning 
Post, was run at Epsom in 1780, and 
was won by Sir Charles Banbury's 
Diomed. Although the stake was sub- 
stantial there were only nine entries, 
Indeed, the race program proved so 
unattractive that It was found neces- 
sary to fortify it with a cockfight on 
the course. Few of the journals seem 
to have thought the event worth re- 
| porting, though some recorded an 
accident to a one-horse shay on the 
way home from Epsom. In 1794, when 
Lord Grosyenor’s Daedalus won, there 
were only four runners. 


Hawaii Liked by New England 

Oddly enough, Hawall, western ex- 
tremity of the United States, has a 
sentimental Interest for New England, 
the eastern extremity. They are more 
than 5,000 miles apart, yet It was New 
England that introduced the Hawallans 
to the American standard of living and 
to the American school system, On 
October 28, 1819, the brig Thaddeus, 
having on board a group of mission- 
aries and their associates, sailed from 
Boston for what was then known as 
the Sandwich Islands, The 17 ploneers 
included preachers, printers and school 
teachers. After five months of stormy 
sailing the Thaddeus arrived at Ha- 
wali on March 30, 1820,
